WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.--Attorney 
General Stone today sent to the 
Treasury his ruling on the California 
community property law as related 
to Federal taxes. A Secretary Mellon 
is out of the city the decision has 
not yet been made public officially. 

It is understood that the decision 
follows the general lines of the one 
handed down by former Attorney 
General Daugherty by which a wife's 
vested interest was held not sub- 
ject to estate taxation. 

The dispute over this law 
tended over a period of years, and 
involves over 300,000 taxpayers in 
California. If, as is thought here,

the Daugherty decision has been up-| 
re- | 


held, the government will pay 
funds ‘of more than $35,000,000 on 
taxes collected since 1918, or $5,000,- 
000 annually from the income taxes. 

More than three-fourths of Cali- 
fornia’s income tax returns will be 
affected by this decision, as well 
as the inheritance taxes. 

California is one of eight States 
having a community property law 
and the law in all these other States 


is recognized by the Federal govern- | 


ment. The other States are Arizona, 
Idaho, Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexi- 
cc, Texas and Washington. 

The law in California became 
a subject of controversy, due to con- 


flicting decisions made in the State, 


courts. In order to clear up the 
argument permanently, Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue Blair ask- 
ed Daugherty, who was then at- 
torney general, to formulate an of 
ficial opinion.
